THE QUESTION OF DIFFERENTIALS 


The Presidents of the trunk lines entered 
into an agreement yesterday in New York 
which, if carried out, will end most of the 
warfare between the companies and be a 
eause for thanksgiving to the stockholders. 
They agreed that a pool, pure and simple, was 
the only solution of the railroad question, and 
after seven hours of hard work, from 11 a. m. 
to 6 p. m., they outlined all the details of the 
new compact. This question has hung over 
the railroad companies ever since the Inter- 
State Commerce act was passed, but the plain 
meaning of the law, they agree, is that a pool 
of freight traffic, if not passenger business, is 
illegal. 

Having formed this pool the trunk lines 
can practically do as they please with World’s 
Fair rates and they have virtually decided 
that, with few exceptions, full fares will be 
charged to Chicago during the Exposition. 
They have fixed the weaker lines and have 
no fear of a rate-cutting war just when Fair 
travel is heaviest. 

The establishment of a pool has always been 
regarded as a useless challenge of the law, but 
the situation has become so desperate that 
the Presidents saw no other way out of the 
mire. 

The existing associations furnish no check 
to rate cutting, and while the Trunk Line As- 
sociation was praised for its alleged stability, 
underneath the surface it has been as unstable 
as other organizations. 

As an illustration of how rates have been 
maintained, west-bound traffic is bemg car- 
ried for as low as 45 cents a hundred pounds, 
while the tariff is 70 cents, New York to Chi- 
cago, first class. 

What has been the result? The earnings of 
the New York Central for the quarter ending 
Sept. 30, 1892, are an indication. For a cor- 
responding quarter of 1891 there was a sur- 
plus, after paying the divicend, of more than 
$646,200. For this year’s quarter, the best in 
the year, there was a surplus of only $42,001 
after paying the quarterly dividend. 

Something Had to Be Done. 

Whatever this falling off may be due to, it 

was clear to the minds of the trunk line Pres- 
idents that something must be done right 
away to remedy the situation. The earnings 
of the other trunk lines are faring the same 
way and their dividends begin to look small. 
The seriousness of the situation brought to- 
gether an unusually large attendance, Presi- 
dent George B. Roberts and Vice-President 
Frank Thomson represented the Penn- 
Sylvania, President Charles F. Mayer 
and Vice-President Orlando Smith and C. K. 
Lord the Baltimore and Ohio, President De- 
pewand Vice-President H. J. Hayden the 
New York Central, General Manager L. J. 
‘Sargent the Grand Trunk, President T. P. 
Fowler the New York, Ontario and West- 
ern, Third Vice-President W. S. Sloan the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, Presi- 
dent John King and Vice-Presidents E. B.

Will Keep Up Fair Rates. 

The conclusions about World’s Fair rates 
Were in accordance with the new agreement. 
Now that the companies have decided to pull 
together there will be no more rate-cutting on 
passenger traffic, and hence they may set any 
rates they see fit without fear that some weak 
line wili knock the bottom out before the Fair 
is half over. 

This short statement that was given out by 
Commissioner Goddard after the meeting 
tells the whole story: 

“On all regular trains scheduled at thirty- 
five hours or less between Chicago and New 
York present rates will be maintained. Dur- 
ing the Exposition on all trains scheduled at 
more than thirty-five hours 20 per cent reduc- 
tion may be made.“ 

In other words, on all except the slowest 
trains the public will have to pay full fare to 
see the big show. 

Several roads, like the Baltimore and Ohio 
and Ontario and Western, require more than 
thirty-five hours for the trip from New York 
to Chicago, and they will offer a reduced rate. 

It should be said, however, that many 
cheap excursion trains will be run at rates to 
be set by the Commissiuners, depending upon 
the number and wealth of the passengers. 


Eastern Trunk Lines Grant a Small Reduc- 
tion to World’s Fair Pa ssengers. 

The trunk-line railroad Presidents had a 
long session in New York yesterday and dis- 
cussed the World’s Fair ticket question from 
every point of view. President George B. 
Roberts of the Pennsylvania railroad presid- 
ed, and besides him there were present Chaun- 
cey M. Depew and Horace J. Hayden of the 
New York Central; John King, E. B. 
Thomas, George H. Vaillant, and D. L 
Roberts of the Erie; Chdrles F. Mayer, Or- 
land Smith, and C. K. Lord of the Baltimore 
and Ohio; Frank Thomson and Joseph R. 
Wood of the Pennsylvania; J. D. Laing and 
J. W. Musson of the West Shore; C. G. Han- 
cock of the Reading, Thomas B. Fowler of 
the Ontario and Western, L. J. Seargeant 
of the Grand Trunk, W. S. Sloan of the Lack- 
awanna, and H. P. Baldwin of the Jersey 
Central.

WILL MISS US BY ONLY EIGHT HOURS. 


Biela's Comet Due to Get Within a Million 
Miles of the Earth. 

If the earth’s revolving machinery should 
slip a cog between now and Nov. 27 and lose 
eight hours’ time, or if Biela’s comet should 
make a spurt and reach a certain spot in 
space the same number of hours before it is 
due, Grover Cleveland will not be inaugurated 
President of the United States. 

Prof. Lewis Boss of Dudley Observatory, 
Albany, N. Y., says that the orbits of the earth 
and comet will intersect the day mentioned, 
but that the tailed aerial vagrant is not due 
until eight hours after we have gone whizzing 
by. And’ this eight hours means a million 
miles of space, and even then the comet will 
make the nearest approach to the earth on 
record. It will appear of a deep red 
color, will de plainly visible to the 
naked eye in a few days, and will increase in 
size and brightness with startimg rapidity. 
Prof. Boss says that at no other time in a dec- 
ade has a celestial body been of so great 
scientific interest as this comet, which is now 
on its way toward the earth and one which as- 
tronomers will await with greater interest. 
Astronomers at Harvard and Lick have their 
lescopes trained on the comet. Prof. Pick- 
ering of Harvard says they have been making 
a number of observations before making com- 
putations. Prof. Pickering also said that be- 
sides observing the comet nightly with the six- 
inch and fifteen-inch telescopes, he was photo- 
graphing it and its spectrum with the eleven- 
inch and the eight-inch glasses.

To Meet in the City of Mexico Nov. 29— 
| Delegates from Chicago. 

The twentieth annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Public Health Association will this year 
be held in a foreign land with a view to mak- 
ing it international in its character and scope. 
The session opens in the City of Mexico Nov. 
29, and will continue to Dec. 2, inclusive. 
Delegates are expected from the health asso- 
ciations of every State in the Union, as well 
as from several Mexican States. Dr. De 
Laskie Miller and Dr. L. H. Montgomery are 
among those who are going from this city as 
delegates fron? the Illinois State Health Asso- 
ciation. Dr. Montgomery will leave Satur- 
day morning next via the Chicago and Alton 
road and expects to be absent three weeks, 
extending his trip to various parts of Mexico. 
At the session there will be delegates from 
Canada, and important matters concerning 
the health of North America will be brought 
up for discussion and action. It is expected 
to be the most important session the associa- 
tion has ever held during its existence. 
Railroad communication is so direct all the 
way from Canada to Mexico that delegates 
believe it requires an international assucia- 
tion rather more than a national, so far as 
proper jurisdiction over matters pertaining to 
the health of the American people are con- 
cerned. For this reason the association will 
probably enlarge its sphere of usefulness.

BOTHERS THE DOCTOR 


ONE PHYSIOIAN’S DIVORCE OAUSES 
TROUBLE TO ANOTHER.

Their Names Are Nearly Alike, and Conse- 
quently W. C. Brinkerhoff, M. D., and 
His Wife Are Greatly Annoyed at the 
Inquiries of Sympathizing Friends—The 
Situation Further Complicated by an 
Item in a Cincinnati Paper, Which Has 
Been Asked to Make Corrections, + 

Dr. W. C. Brinkerhoff, specialist, formerly 
of Ohio and now of this city, has innocently 
become involved in a worse snarl than one man 
can patiently stand. The trouble has all 
arisen from the fact that there is another Dr. 

Brinckerhoff in the city. This other Dr. 

Brinckerhoff, whose name is Clarence E. and 

the Brinckerhoff spelled with a c,“ some 

time ago had a disagreement with his wife 


over matters which the public opin- 
ion decided his wife was to 
blame for and sued for a divorce. 


This divorce has been making the other Dr. 
Brinkerhoff—namely: Dr. W. C.—a whole lot 
of trouble. In fact, it made matters quite 
embarrassing for the doctor. There is not a 
more congenial couple in the city than Dr. W. 
C. Brinkerhoff and his wife. They have never 
had any trouble and never expect to have any. 
Their home is at No. 145 Oakwood boule- 
vard, and contentment and happiness sit on 
the family mantelpiece all the time. 

The doctor never worries about his wife and 
she never bothers her head about him while he 
is on his rounds or at his office in Me- 
Vicker’s Theater Building. There was not a 
cloud on the domestic horizon of Dr. and Mrs. 
W. C. Brinkerhoff till the other Dr. Brinck- 
erhoff—namely: Dr. Clarence E.—took it into 
his head to sue for divorce. 

A Cloud Appears. 

The fact had no more than been made pub- 
he before a cloud began to rise before 
the eyes of the Brinkerhoff family down on 
Oakwood boulevard. The cloud grew larger 
with time. The first that Mrs. W. C. Brinker- 
boff heard of the trouble was from a neigh- 
bor, who related to her a nversation heid 
with another neighbor. It is said tHat neigh- 
bor No. 1 said to neighbor No. 2: 

Had you heard that Mrs. W. C. Brinker- 
hoff is having trouble with her husband? 

„No,“ said neighbor No, 2, that can’t be.“ 

„0, but itis. I read in the paper that the 
doctor had obtained a divorce. 

Well, that’s strange, said neighbor No. 
2, “*I thought they were living happily to- 
gether. I guess I will go over and see Mrs. 
Brinkerhoff about it.“ 

So it happened that Mrs. W. C. Brinker- 
hoff’s friends from all over the city kept drop- 
ping in to find out how about the divorce. Of 
course Mrs. W. C. Brinkerhoff explained that 
the persons who had been divorced were an- 
other family of Brinckerhoffs, who spelled 
their names with ac.“ 

But that was not all, Dr. W. C. Brinker- 
hoff came in for a worse share in the knotty 
affair. Rumors began to circulate to the effect 
that he had sued for a divorce from his wife, 
and it began to hurt his business. 


Patients Leave Him. 

Many of Dr. Brinkerhoff’s patients came to 
him and said they were sorry but they guessed 
they would have to leave him. This kept the 
doctor occupying most of his time explaining 
that tbe man who had obtained the divorce 
was the other Dr. Brinckerhoff. All these trials 
could be set down in the category of things 
that could be endured, but when the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer of Nov. 15 came out with 
a new story ia which Mrs. Clarence 
Brinckerhoff again figured the case had gone 
beyond endurance. The worst of it was that- 
the story read as if it was the wife of Dr. W. 
C. Brinkerhoff. It was a harrowing tale 
about how Mrs. Brinkerhoff, wife of a Chi- 
cago physician, who had achieved a reputa- 
tion as a specialist; was thought to have run 
away with one George H. Alborn, 
foreman of the Phonix Carriage Works 
in Cincinnati. The story ran that 
Alborn had left his own wife 
and gone away with Mrs. Dr. Brinkerhoff, 
with whom he was said to have been in love 
before his marriage. The affair has created 
no end of talk in Cincinnati. The story has 
reached Chicago, and, whereas Dr. W. C. 
Brinkerhoff had been ankle deep in the mud 
of tribulation before he is now head over heels 
in the mire. : 

Tired of=Explaining. 
His office has been overrun with people who 
just call around to sympathize with him in the 
affliction under which he is supposed to be 
laboring. A 
After hemming and hawing it, is customary 
for the doctor’s would-be sympathizers to say: 
„Well, doctor, sorry to hear that you are 
having trouble with your wife.“ 
What trouble? I’m: not 
trouble that I know of. 
„Why, hasn't Mrs. Brinkerhoff been getting 
into trouble down in Cincinnati?“ 
Then for the one hundred and forty-ninth 
time the distracted doctor explains about the 
other Dr. Brinckerhoff. 
But the doctor has made up his mind to 
make the Cincinnati paper make the explana- 
tions. His lawyer has written a letter to the 
editor of the Enquirer urging him in strong 
language to place him and his wife right be 
fore the people. 
Dr. W. C. Brinkerhoff regrets exceedingly 
that his brother physician is in domestic 
trouble, and more deeply regrets the publicity 
given to the affair, but ag a matter of self-pro- 
tection Dr. W. C. wants Cincinnati papers 
to retract and help unravel the tangled snarl.

FOR A CLOSER UNITY. 


PRESBYTERIAN OLERGYMEN TO DIS- 
USS SEMINARY WORK. 


They Will Endeavor to “Get Together” 
the Various Divergent Doctrinal Rep- 
resentatives and Draw Up a Plan to Se- 
cure More Direct Relationship with and 
Control of the Presbyterian Theological 
Seminaries—Noted Divines and Laymen 
Present from All Over the Country. 


Leading clergymen and elders of the Pres- 
byterian Church gathered yesterday at the 
Virginia Hotel. These divines and lay mem- 
bers come from all over the United States, 
and they compose the Committee on Theolog- 
ical Seminaries appointed at the last session 
of the General Assembly at Portland, Ore. 
They have important work ahead of them, for 
in the resolution empowering the appointment 
of the committee its members were author- 
ized to draw up a plan to secure more direct 
relationship with and control of the Presby- 
terian theological seminaries.” The imme- 
diate cause for such a resolution being offered 
was, as close readers of the daily papers 
might surmise, the growth of heresy in the 
Presbyterian theological institutions. 

The last few years have developed widely di- 
vergent methods of teaching, as well as a great 
difference in the views as to doctrinal points 
on the part of those in charge of the theolog- 
ical schools. 

Two trials for heresy from Presbyterian 
theological seminaries are now in progress— 
that of Dr. Briggs of Union Seminary, New 
York, and of Dr. Smith of Lane Seminary, 
Cincinnati. 

Union Seminary has withdrawn from 
the supervisiun of the Presbyterian Church, 
and yesterday Tue Trisune had a report of a 
donation of $175,000 to that seminary because 
it had stepped out from under the Presbyte- 
rian wing. 

As a result of all this doctrinal unrest, this 
want of unifurmity in the teaching and man- 
agement of the seminaries, this committee 
was appointed. 

Will “Get Together.” 

It is expected it will be able to bring semi- 
naries and pulpits nearer together, to induce 
the young class of ministers, the older clergy- 
men, and the congregations to shake hands on 
all doctrinal leveis and make the church one 
in its teaching and work, as it was years ago 
before unorthodox ideas had invaded the 
schools as they have today. 

For this purpose the committee was care- 
fully selected, as on its decision will depend 
the future of vital planks of the platform of 
the church. 

Distinguished lights of the church are thése 
committeemen. Their names are known 
wherever there are Presbyterians. They wiil 
make their report to the next General Assem- 
bly, which meets in May at Washington City. 
The Rev. Dr. George P. Hayes of Kansas City 
was chosen Chairman. He was taken sick 
soon after reaching Chicago and was com- 
pelled to go home. The Rev. Dr. W. C. Young, 
President’ of Center College, Danville, Ky., 
who was Moderator of the last General Assem- 
bly, was elected as Chairman to succeed Dr.

WEAVER TALKS OF THE FUTURE. 


He Calls the Election a Reaction~What 
Must Be Done Now. 

Des Moines, Ia, Nov. 16.— Gen. J. B. 
Weaver in a letter to Chairman Taubeneck to- 
day sums up the situation of American poli- 
tics. After congratulating the country on the 
advance made by the People’s party he con- 


tinues: ö 
The country is to be congratulated upon the 
fact that the leaders of one of the heretofore 
great parties have been abandoned and over- 
thrown by the people and their organization well 
nigh annihilated. The accession of the other 
party to power is the resalt of violent reaction, 
and not, I am sure, of the deliberate judgment of 
the American people. The battle leaders of the 
triumphant party are without any well-defined 
policy except that of 112 disregard for 
every element of reform within the ranks of their 
own party and among the people at large. The 
new administration will ignore the three great 
contentions of modern times relating to land, 
money, and transportation, and will not 
attempt to solve either. In ,fact, the 
whole force of the new régime will be exercised 
to prevent reform in these important matters. 
The urgent demand of the people for the free 
coinage of silver is to be disdainfully ignored and 
new obstacles will doubtiess be rposed to 
further restrict the use of the white metal, One 
of the most valuable results of the late civil war— 
that of a uniform legal tender ourrency issued by 
the government—is to be sacrificed aud aband- 
oned, and serious attempts will be made to force 
the people to return to the fraudulent system of 
State bank issues which existed prior to the war, 
and which periodically swindled the industrial 
classes of the fruits of their toil. The sit- 
vation gives an additional importance to the 
reat question which a few have compre- 
ended for a score of years—namely: Shall 
the currency of the country be a legal-teuder is- 
sue and its value controlled by the governnient, 
or shall it bea legal tender issue andjcontrolled by 
banking corporations? Our party has not. made 
its advent too soon. Its mission is to restore to 
our government its original and only legitimate 
function, that of securing to ail of its citizens the 
unmolested enjoyment of their inalienable rights. 
This cannot be accomplished until the relations 
between labor and its creature, capital, are so 
adjusted as to cause each.to respect tne domain 
of the other. The violent political storms of 1588 
and 1802, which first swept the Democratic and 
then the Republican party from power in spite of 
the weight of patronage which they carried, sig- 
nify a turbulent condition of the politieal atmos- 
phere which plainly foreshadows an approaching 
crisis. It were better that it be not hastened by 
the enactment of measures which savor of usurpa- 
tion and the extension of class privileges.

TOO MANY LABOR ORGANIZATIONS 
ARE IN EXISTENCE. 


Declaration of Grand Master Workman 
Powderly in HissAnnual Address to the 
Khights of Labor — Au Educational 
Qualification Necessary in Order to Pro- 


Restricted to Those Able to Support 
“Themselves and Families. 


Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 16,—The General As- 
sembly Knights of Labor reconvened in 
secret session this forenoon. Grand Master 
Workman Powderly delivered his annual ad- 
dress, which was in part as follows: 

As I review the past history of the labor move- 
ment, I am inclined to the belief that there has 
beet great waste of vital force and means. It is 
a fact that there are too many labor organizations 
struggling for supremacy. The tendency of the 
labor movement seems to be to divide up, while 
that of the opposing force, capital, is to consoli- 
date, and thereby gain the strength to combat 
the forces of industry. The only result is division 
of strength, cutting off of communication, isola- 
tion and final death. These may not be palatable 
truths, but that they are true no one can deny 
who has eyes to see and ears to hear. Something 
must be dene to remedy this error. There exists 
no reason why every branch of toil should not be 
enrolled under the shield of this organization. 
There is no reason why every interest cannot be 
more carefully guarded in this order than in 
separate and isolated camps. 

We should go still further in advocating the 
passage of election laws which will render it im- 
possible for any person to vote unless he can read 
his ballot. We have no guarantee under any of 
the ballot reform laws that the uneducated voter 
may not dispose of his vote in such a manner as 
to work injury to the community. The illiterate 
voter is certainly at the mercy of somo other per- 
son when casting his ballot, and if it is proper for 
me to call in anothef to prepare for me my ballot, 
it is just as equitable for me to send that otber 
person in to vote in my stead, Objections will 
be raised against depriving the man who cannot 
read of the right to vote, but it must 
not be forgotten that we continue to deny 
to women who can read the right to voice in pup- 
lic affairs. and wedoit without giving an apol- 
ogy for the continuance of the wrong. That no 
injustice may be done, it would be well to fix on a 
day in the r tive years from the date of 
the passage of the law—after which no 
should be allowed to vote unless qualifie 
so by being able to read his ballot. 

No Property Qualification Wanted. 
There are those who would establish a property 
qualification for the citizen, but we should op- 
pose such an innovation with all the strength we

This natio must depend for its life on 
the * of its citizens, and it is essential 
that an educational qualification take the place 


of the system now 8 Once the citizen 
learns to read his ballot he will take more inter- 
est in it and will be anxious to study the 
principles of the parties which appeal to him for 
support. No matter how intelligently the illiter- 
ate citizen * dispose of his lot he does it on 
the strength of what he is told, and not on what 
he knows. His illiteracy gives some other man 
the privi of vot tw ice. 

Under the operations of the secret voting law 
we can more readily get the sense of the masses 
on the subject of submitting all laws tothe peo- 

le for agitation and discussion before adoption. 

‘he last session of the Congress of the United 
States witnessed the introduction, I am informed, 
of thousands of bilis and resolutions, each one 
bearing onthe welfare of the people. If 1,000 
laws and resolutions are — by each session 
of Congress, a like number by each Legislature, a 
number of others by our county and municipal 
governments, and a number of judicial decisions 
piled ontop of these, it becomes a physical im- 
possibility for the average citizen. whether work- 
er or not, to acquaint himself with the tenor or 
import of these laws, Not one of the Congress- 
men who sat in the last Congress can repeat the 
suacting clause even of one of the laws on which 
he voted. A majority of the body was composed 
of lawyers. Each one will unbesitatingly take a 
case against a rman who may have to work 
from eight to sixteen hours a day. He will tell 
that poor man that “ignorance of law is no ex- 
cuse,”’ while he cannot tell the names of all the 
laws he himself voted for. 

Your General Master Workman has no hesita- 
tion in saying that he favors the total exclusion 
of all immigrants who are not self-sustaining on 
landins in this country. He would fix a term of 
years ten would be long enough—during which 
time no immigrant should be permitted to land 
with a view to remaining, he could prove 
that he had sufficient means to sustain himself 
and those depending on him for ond vear. Un- 
wortby motives may be attributed to me because 
of these timents, but they are honestly enter- 
tained and such construction as may be placed on 
them will not change my mind, foresee great 
danger, not alone to labor, but to the whole coun- 
try if tne immigration question is not carefully 
and heroically handled in the near future. 


Reference to the Homestead Strike. 


During the last six months the people of this 
land have witnessed such attempts at making the 
power of aggragated wealth supreme as were 
never dreamed of before. Whether it be at Coour 
d'Alene, at Homestead, at Buffalo, or iu Tennes- 
see, the instinct which guided the rapacious hand 
was the same. The underground wire which de- 
tected the attack ran to the same center from ail 
of these places. Centralized wealth drew the 
scattering are of divided labor, and. aga natural 
result, labor lost in each battle. If the lessons 
are carefully taken to heart the sacrifices may 
not be in vain. 

The campaign which just closed witnessed an 

interesting if not intelligent discussion of the 
tariff, but tnere is more of a revénue illegally 
dfawn from the pockets of merchants, manufact- 
urers, and workmen in one month of the year by 
the railroads and telegraphs than we pay in tar- 
iffs for a year. These and other questions 
connected with them must occupy the attention 
of industrial organization of the future, and the 
strike of the future must be a strike for the rule 
of the people. We can decry politics as we please, 
but we must be politicians or the slaves of poli- 
ticlans. We may shirk our responsibilities as 
citizens, but we are but piling high the wrath 
which follows neglect of auty. Ina word, we 
must be lawmakers or law-breakers. When we 
in the last extremity are driven close to the wall 
and deprived of right and privilege it is done 
ones the law. Iftite law is obscure or de- 
fective a hireling Judge can always be found to 
constrae jn favor of the wealthy against the poor, 
If every citizen of Pennsylvania unders and 
knew his rights; if he performed his duty under 
the law intelligently and as he ought to, no Judge 
would dare to charge treason against workmen 
who but struggled for revognition. The battle of 
the future must be fought out on different lines 
from those which marked the shifting progress of 
the past. These lines must diverge from and 
center at the ballot-box. Not as slaves to party, 
bent on obeying the will of a boss or master, but 
as free men who value freedom and would main- 
tain it should we vote. 
Ine speaker advocated affiliation with the

President Wenter of the Board Introduces 
a Resolution Defining the Duties of the 
Men to Be Chosen and Their Kelation 
to the Chief Engineer and Trustees 
Attorneys Render an Opinion on the 


sat Overwork” Question—Candidates for 
Judge Blodgett’s Shoes, 

Two important questions were discussed by 
the Drainage Board at its meeting yesterday. 
One was whether a board of consulting engi- 
neers should be appointed and the other 
whether the board was conniving at an in- 
fraction of the Sanitary law in allowing its 
contractors to work their men more than eight 
hoursaday. The first question was brought 
up by President Wenter in a communication 
in which he appointed Trustees Gilmore, 
Boldenweck, and Prendergast as a special 
committee to select three expert engineers of 
national reputation, who shall form, with the 
Chief Engineer, a permanent board, to which 
all engineering difficulties can be submitted. 
This action of the President was taken in pur- 
suance of an orderto the effect passed by the 
board Oct. 19. His communication follows: 

Though I voted in the affirmative on the pass- 
age of this order and though its main object has 
my cordial approval I am satisfied after mature 
deliberation that it is liable to misconstruction 
in that it may convey the idea that the proposed 
board is to perform the functions of the chief 
engineer and that the work of this board is to be 
generally opened up for reconsideration. Such 
was not the intention of the order, but that all 
doubt as to its meaning may be removed and that 
the tenure of office and the scope of the duties 
assigned to such* board may be fixed and their 
official relations to the chief engineer and to this 
board be defined, I recommend that the order 
providing for their appointment be supplemented 
as follows: ; 

“That the engineering questions to be consid- 
ered by the proposed board be: 

First—The dispogal of flood wate 
drainage areas which materially modi 
the sanitary condition of the district. 

“Second—The supplemental works and meas- 
ures within the limits of the Sanitary District best 
adapted to create a sanitary ‘condition of the 
same, special reference being had to the exclusion 
of sewage from the lake and the proper sanitation 
of the North Branch and tributary territory. 

*Third—The supplemental * and inlets 
necessary to furnish the main drainage channel 
with a supply of water from the lake sufficient to 

the requirements of the Sapitary District 
law in view of the present and probable future 
population of the district and in view of any in- 
cidental and commercial features which may 
contribute to the best interests of the Sanitary 
District and the City of Chicago. 

Fourth— The works and treatment needed be- 
tween the lower end of the Section 14 above Lock- 
port and Lake Joliet to properly dispose of the 
water brought down by the main channel in ad- 
dition to the flood waters, said works being con- 
sidered with reference to the ultimate necessity 
of the General Government constructing a navi- 
gable channel throughout the reach connecting 
with the main channel of the sanitary district 
and to any incidental commercial advantages 
which the situation presents.” 

Should any question other than the above arise 
regarcing which this board desires advice there 
will be nothing to prevent its reference by special 
order to the Board of Consulting Engineers. 

Position Experts Will Occupy. 

As to the official functions ana tenure of office 
of the proposed board I recommend that the ex- 
perts engaged be employed in the capacity of 
consulting engineers, and that they sustain to the 
Chief Engineer on all questions placed before 
them the usual relations of consulting engineers, 
such relations being similar to and illustrated by 
that of our own general counsel to the attorney 
of this board; that their tenure of office shall be 
at the pleasure of this board, but at any rate that 
it shall terminate with the full investigation and 
report upon the specific questions hereinbefore 


svecified. 

Il also recommend that any rules of the board 
with reference to the —4—. of experts 
which may be actually or apparently in conflict 
with the recommendations herein contained be 
suspended, 

The work of this board is at present much 
hampered because of a lack of clearly defined 
plans and measures touching tbe matters herein- 
before mentioned. The route of the main chan- 
nel from the Chicago River to within one mile of 

kport, a distance of twenty-nine miles, has 
been definitely determined upon and two-thirds 
of the route is under contract and in process of 
excavation. The time has come when the auxil- 
iary works should receive attention that we may 
have before us the complete frame of the struct- 
ure to be erec by the sanitary district so that 
henceforth a fixed policy may be followed by this 
board. of these matters are important in de- 
tail and in their bearing on other questions be- 
sides that of drainage, but they will be doubly 
important in the matter of drainage when woven 
into acomplete whole, securing the purity of the 
city’s water supply at all times and the removal 
of all pestilential spots within-the district. 

By adopting these recommendations modifying 
the order passed the 19th ult. we put ourselves in 
the way to settle many troublesome questions 
about which very serious differences of opinion 
exist. and we doitin a manner which meets not 
only the fall approval of the Chief Engineer but 
which is in accordance with his earnest desire. 

On motion of Mr. Russell, seconded by Mr. 
Prendergast, board concurred in the 
recommendations of the President, and the 
order of the board under which the commit- 
tee was 3 was changed in conformity 
to them. Mr. Cooley was the only trustee who 
voted against President Wenter’s recom- 
mendations. He claims there is now no need 
for a board of engineering experts, as the 
questions which will come up for decision 
by the board in the next year will present 
more legal than engineering difficulties. 

O. N. Carter, attorney for the board, and 
John P. Wilson, general counsel, submitted 
an opinion in regard to the alleged infraction 
of the sanitary law by the contractors in 
allowing their men to work more than eight 
hours. The opinion was that the law was not 
violated. * 

Mr. Prendergast took exception to the legal 

advice of the board’s attorneys and voted 
against the motion, which was passed, filing the 
opinion on the ground that it would be a final 
disposition of the subject matter. Mr. Alt- 
peter also spoke against the opinion. To 
back up his position, Mr. Prendergast offered 
the following, which after debate was referred 
to. the Judiciary committee: 
Resolved, That this board do, and it hereby 
does, prohibit manual labor on the works of this 
district by the same individual for a longer period 
than eight hours in any day of twenty-four hours. 
and the Chief Engineer. and attorney are hereby 
directed to secure the enforcement of this order. 

In the same connection the Judiciary com- 
mittee reported that the method of empioying 
men in the Engineering Department was not 
an infraction of the eight-hour clause in the 
sanitary law. It has been found necessary, in 
order to do the work of the department, that 
the nen must sometimes work overtime. 

Engineer Williams submitted plans for 
dredging the Illinois and Michigan Canal to a 
capacity of 100,000 cubic feet a minute. These 
will be discussed by the Joint Committee on 
Finance and Engineering before adoption by 
the board. The engineer aiso reported that 
the river diversion now in progress cculd not 
be completed in time to keep the flood waters 
from interfering with work on the main chan- 
nel, and to facilitate the work recommended 
that right of way matters with the Santa Fé 
railroad be adjusted as soon as possible. This 
was also sent to a committee for discussion. 

An order from Mr. Cooley upon the en- 
gineer fora map of the Sanitary District for 
the information of the public was laid over 
for two weeks. The map will cost $3,000. 

Friday morning the board will meet the 
Canal Commissioners for the purpose of se- 
curing legal possession of the canal for the 
purposes of the district.

YALE’S ANNUAL FINANCIAL EXHIBIT. 


Treasurer Farnam Shows the Funds Were 
Increased by $473,447.59. 

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 16.—[Special. ]— 
Treasurer Farnam of Yale University has just 
submitted to the corporation his report for 
the fiscal year ending July 31, 1892, During 
that period the sum of $473,447.59 was added 
to the different funds. The additions to the 
university funds aggregated $164,467.45, $150,- 
241.59 of which was from the estate of Daniel 
B. Fayerweather in part payment of the leg- 
acy. From the Rev. C. Palmer of Bridgeport, 
Conn., the sum of $5,000 was received to found 
the Alfred Barnes Palmer Scholarship Fund. 
Additions to the theological funds were as 
follows: To the H. W. Allis fund, $4,233.50; 
to found the Susan B. Dwight fellowship, 
$4.000; to found the W. P.. Fogg fellowship, 
$38,000. The Sheffield scientific school funds 
were enriched $75,100.78 by the payment of 
part of the Fayerweather legacy. For the 
Winchester engineering building private and 
other subscriptionsamounted to $159,325, and 
for the Yale infirmary $35,398. Seventy-seven 

rivate subscriptions were received, in amount

Report of the Investigation of Ex-Treasurer 
Woodruff’s Accounts, 

Lirrzz Rock, Ark., Nov. 16. —[{Special.|— 

Master Sims, who was appointed by the 

Chancery Court to investigate the accounts of 

ex-State Treasurer Woodruff, submitted his 

report today. Mr. Sims in presenting his 


carried on a systematic mode of stealing for 
several years, and had loaned one man over 
$131,000 of the State’s money. Of that amount 
$128,000 had been returned by Woodruff’s 
bondsmen and others. The balance that the 
Master finds due the State is $43,857.75. The 
State will at once proceed against the bonds- 
men on the respective bonds for the collection 
of the shortage. The Master also reports that 
the $4,000 in scrip recently discovered by the 
State was taken from the Treasury by Wood- 
ruff and turned over to J. L. Bay for disposi- 
tion. Bay sold the scrip to a man named 
Speers. In course of time it reappeared at 
the Treasury office and was identified by 
Treasurer Morrow, who immediately attached 
it in the name of the State. This transaction 
will doubtless cause criminal proceedings to 
be again instituted against Woodruff. 


TO LIMIT THE SUPPLY OF GLASS. 


Manufacturers Combine in Order to Keep 
, Up the Prices. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Nov. 16.—[Special. }]— 
Twenty representatives of the eight plate- 
glass factories called together to consider the 
condition of trade in relation to overproduc- 
tion formed an alliance here today, the pur- 
pose of which is to regulate production to 
meet consumption of plate-glass in America, 
as the factories at present are turning out 
more glass than the country uses. By the 
new arrangement each firm in the combine 
knows how much glass it can make during 
the year and there is no likelihood of the price 
dropping any lower than 55 cents r foot, 
the present rates. It was estima at the 
meeting that it will be at least four years be- 
fore the country will use all the glass that the 
factories in the combination are able to turn 
out. The present producing capacity of the 
eight factories is 22,500,000 feet annually, 
while the consumption this year was but 15,- 
Each factory will be apportioned its 
quota of production and be required to abide 
by the agreement.

REORGANIZE THE WATER DEPARTMENT. 
Another order has been issued for the reduc- 
tion of the force of the water office. The 
frequency of these orders suggests that the 
water office is overmanned and that it has not 
been economically managed. If it can prop- 
erly be conducted by from 100 to 200 less men 
this week than last week, there was a waste 
last week of the salaries of the 100 or 200 men 
to be dismissed this week. The loose method 
of doing business prevailing at the water office 
is the result of the loose and illegal organiza- 
tion of that bureau. Under every recent ad- 
ministration, except that of Mayor Roche, 
there has been complaint of mismahagement. 
Under Mayor Heath the Superintendent was 
dismissed for irregularites.. Under Mayor 
Harrison one of the Superintendents was con- 
demned by an investigating committee of the 
Council and forced to retire soon after the 
committee report was published, Under 
Mayor Cregier the mismanagement was no- 
torious and scandalous. Mayor Washburne’s 
frequent orders to cut down the force and 
his recent action concerning the bureau in- 
dicate that its management is not satisfactory 
now. It will never be satisfactory until it is 
reorganized. : 

The Superintendent is only in nominal con- 
trol over the office. Many of the appoint- 
ments are made without full consultation with 
him. Thesalaries are fixed in a haphazard 
way. The Council does not appropriate for 
this department. There is no public roster of 
the employés or of their salaries, The rules 
governing it are loose and, as recent events 
have proved, subject to modification at the 
whim of some cheap clerk. The office is made 
a sort of hospital for maimed and battered 
politicians just before election. After elec- 
tion they are turned adrift. This is not done 
in any other department of the city. It 
should not be done in the Water Department. 

The bureau should be reorganized. It 
should be placed under one responsible head 
answerable directly to the Mayor and to the 
Council, There should be an aanual appro- 
priation for employés and for work in the de- 
partment. ‘The duties of the Superintendent 
should be defined by ordinance, The num- 
ber of the employés and their salaries should 
be limited by appropriation. This is a good 
time to begin the work of reorganization. It 
is just after the fall election. There is little 
talk now about the municipal election next 
spring. The Aldermen without regard to par- 
ty can carefully consider a reorganizing ordi- 
nance at this time. Something should be 
done if future scandals would be avoided. It 
is time to reorganize. 


MR, CLEVELAND SAYS NO. 

The tight over the extra session is still going 
on in the Democratic ranks, but Mr. Cleve- 
land says No.“ The farthest he will go in 
keeping faith with the people who have voted 
for free trade under false platform pretenses 
is to appoint a tariff commission next spring, 
which will sit all summer, make its report or 
not, as the case may be, a year from now, and 
leave the matter for the slow deliberation of 
Congress, which is not what the people have 
voted for. „With Mr. Cleveland's prograln 
carried out the country will remain in a con- 
dition of uncertainty until the summer of 
18%. Until that time business-men can form 
no idea of the conditions to which they must 
adapt themselves and business will be all at 
sea. | 

The country wants relief from this uncer. 
tainty just as soon as possible and the quick- 
est way to end it is by an extra session. It 
would save a whole year of dangerous sus- 
pense, The Democrats have pledged them- 
selves in their platform to wire out the odious 
McKinley law at the earliest practicable mo- 
ment. There will be no time more practica- 
ble than next March, They will then be in 
full possession of the government. Mr. 

Cleveland can make all che appointments nec- 
essary for the running of his administration 
in three or four weeks and then Congress would 
be free to address itself to the work of making 
the new tariff for revenue only law. Until 
this is done everything must remain in doubt 
and suspense. Will the Democrats therefore 

keep faith with the people? Will they abolish 

the McKinley law at once, which their plat- 

form says 1s unconstitutional, and repeal the 

State bank tax, which they have promised to 
do, or will they prove false to their pledges?

Mr. Depew stated the situation Cor- 
rectly in his speech Tuesday evening: 

‘Having been defeated now on that issue, 1 
speak as a business-man, and I say that there will 
be no obstacle placed by us in the way of ac- 
complishing the next administration's purpose in 
this experiment. There will be n° obstacle in 
either House. The country has asked that the ex- 
periment be tried and the country is entitled to 
have it tried at once. Perhaps the policy of free 
trade will not succeed in ruining the country. 
The question is, Will we bo more prosperous than 
we are under the protective tariff? If we are to 
befor the next year debating what is the policy 
of the country then we areto have a stagnation 
in business. If Mr. Cleveland's policy wins, then 
he stands for the next century as the evangelist 
of a policy which has done for the country what 
the best statesmen liave failed to do. 

Meanwhile Mr. Cleveland says No” to the 
proposition for am extra session. Rather let 
business stagnate and let the odious McKin- 
ley tariff law continue ruining the business of 
the country and reducing the wages of the 
laborers a year and a half longer. Mean- 
while the junior Democratic organ of this 


city pathetically observes: , 

The Democratic party has been put in power to 
revise the tariff om the lines laid down in its plat- 
form. If it shall fail to do this it will be put out 
of power two years from now. What it must do 
in order to retain power it may better do at once, 
for delay means prolonged hesitancy in trade and 
industry, and that in turn means popular dis- 
satisfaction and probable Democratic defeat.

THE PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL. 

The determination of M. Ricard, the French 
Minister of Justice, to prosecute M. de Les- 
seps and the administrators and contractors 
of the Panama Canal company upon criminal 
charges is likely to be the crowning blow.to 
that ill-fated enterprise and at the same time 
to develop a scandal of huge proportions, in 
comparison with which the Boulanger-Grévy 
scandal will appear insignificant. 

The charge against these officials, including 
M. de Lesseps, his son, M. Eiffel of Eiffel 
tower fame, and others, is breach of trust and 
malversation of funds subscribed for the con- 
struction of the canal. It is set forth that of the 
1,300,000,000 frances ($260,000,000) only 471, 000, 
000 ($94,200,000) were used legitimately; that 
the newspapers received $4,000,000, the politi- 
cians or lobbyists $1,600,000, and the remainder 
of the stealings was dissipated among the 
contractors, All told, if the charges are cor- 
rect, $165,800,000 hag disappeared, and the 
loss becomes all the more serious when it is 
considered that a large part of this sum was sub- 
scribed not by banks, corporations, syndic- 
ates, or speculators, but by the people, the 
tradesmen, and small farmers, to whom M. de 
Lesseps had appealed, It is not remarkable 
that the course of the Minister of Justice has 
created a profound impression not only in 
France but throughout Europe. It is the first 
intimation to subscribers to the canal project 
not only that their money 1s irretrievably lost 
but that it has been lost by alleged criminal 
transactions. It is likely to involve many 
persons previously of high standing and sup- 
posed good character, It is likely to sully the 
reputation of France. It may overthrow the 
present government. It eertainly will give 
the death-blow to the canal scheme, presuming 
that any life was left in it, as a French project 
at least. Whether any other nation will have 
the courage to take the bankrupt, impractica- 
ble, and colossally expensive project and go 
on with it is doubtful. Nothing but misfort- 
une and disaster have attended it since its 
original inception. The only successful feat- 
ures of it have been the remarkable confidence 
ofthe French people in the prospectuses of 
the promoters and the comparative ease with 
which they have obtained the funds to go on 
with the work of construction—over one-third 
of the money, if the charges are true, having 
been improperly and perhaps criminally used. 

It is asad outcome of this great scheme in 
which the French people have had such 
abundant and profound faith. Its saddest 
feature, however, is the suspicion which for 
the first time has been cast upon the good 
name of M. de Lesseps. He is now in his 
eighty-fourth year. He has. had a long and 
honorable life, has enjoyed in an eminent de- 
gree the love and adimiration of his country- 
men, and has made for himself a world-wide 
reputation as a diplomatist and as the pro- 
jector and constructor of the Suez Canal. He 
has been honored by his country both with 
the Cross of the Legion of Honor and by elec- 
tion to the Academy, and his name has been 
celebrated among all the European nations, 
That such a long and honorable career should 
end in disgrace seems almost incredible. It 
is to be hoped that when the scandal is 
brought into the courts he will be proved in- 
nocent whatever may happen to others, and 
that it will be demonstrated his only error 
has been one of business judgment and mis- 
calculation of the difficulties which stood in 
the way of his scheme,

THE PASSING OF THE MUGWUMPS,. 

The mugwumps came out of the recent elec- 
tion much in the condition of the parrot after 
its exciting experiences with the monkey. In 
Massachusetts five out of the six Congres- 
sional mugwumps, the very flower of that an- 
gelic lot, were sent to their political graves by 
the people, and good Republicans will take 
their places. In New York City the returns of 
the election show that the Tammany tiger has 


swallowed them by shoals, or they 
have disappeared in some other way 
and left no sign.

WE MUST CLEAN UP THE CITY, 

It is reported by cable from Paris that sev- 
eral fresh cases of cholera have occurred in 
Northern France and Holland and that the 
dread disease is spreading in Western and 
Southern Hungary. St. Petersburg reports 
that the cholera is increasing in virulence 
there, twelve new cases and five deaths being 
noted last Tuesday. There is hardly any 
room to doubt that the cholera will linger in 
Europe through the winter, in which case it is 
certain to break out again in the spring, per- 
haps with greater violence than last summer. 
Then Chicago would be in far greater dan- 
ger from the pest than it has been this year, 


sounding of the note of waraing thus early. It 
is. well known that diphtheria and scarlet- 
fever are prevalent in our midst, and yester- 
day a case of smail-pox was reported. Evi- 
dently we ought to be on our guard against 
the greater evil, so that whethér it come or 
not the citizens may be prepared to keep 
down its ravages to the minimum. 

We had a spasm of sanitary wakefulness 
in the latter part of last summer. . Under a 
strong pressure brought to bear by influential 
residents the Council made what were sup- 
posed to be arrangements for the erection of 
crematories and an efficient collection of 
the garbage to be got rid of by burning. But 
the officials charged with carrying out the 
measures proposed conditions which did not 
suit the contractors, cool weather came on, 
and the enthusiasm faded with the dying out 
of the cholera scare. Except a better organ- 
ization of scavenger work in the First Ward, 
practically nothing new has been done to- 
wards cleaning up the city. The filthmakers 
keep on depositing it in the alleys as of yore. 
A pretense is made of removing it, just suffi- 
cient work being done in that direction to 
give an excuse for drawing scavenger pay. 
The Health Inspectors hold down seats in tne 
City Hall, and convemently omit to report 
the existence of nuisances which they think 
would not be removed however much they 
might call attention to them, The officers of 
the police force, who were to have been 
obliged to report nuisances as do their 
brethren in European cities, have no eyes ex- 
cept for infractions of the criminal law and 
breaches of the peace. And so the good work 
of cleaning up the city does not go on. The 
reform resolved on last. summer is a dead 
issue. 

What are the people going to do about it? 
Evidently the autharities will not bestir them- 
selves in the matter unless forced to it. The 
disposition appears to be todo nothing that 
can be put off till another set of officials take 
hold next May. Weshall then be on the for- 
ward edge of the Fair, when the city will be 
crowded with visitors, and within a very few 
weeks of the heated term, when the city will 
be open to the ravages of the pestilence, 
while the members of the Council teke their 
annual vacation. There will not then be time 
or opportunity to guard against the ravages of 
the fell destroyer in our midst. 

Under the present administration the water 
supply of the city has been much improved. 
This is well. It is an important step in the 
direction of assuring the public health. But. 
it is far from being all that is demanded by 
the best interests of the community. Mayor 
Washburne and his subordinates should not 
go out of office without having instituted vig- 
orous measures for the cleaning off and cre- 
mation of the city garbage. It is not too late 
to undertake the work, and a vast amount of 
good can be accomplished if they go at it with 
a will befitting the magnitude of the reform 
and its intimate relation to the sanitary wel. 
fare of the public. Will they now set to work, 
or consent to step down and out with a con- 
sciousness of duty urperfosmed? It is for 
them to decide. 


THE MILK ORDINANCE. 

The ordinance which, if rigidly carried out, 
would insure good milk to the people of Chi- 
eago did not pass at Monday's meeting of the 
Council, butit was not tabled. It was ordered 
deferred and published. Doubtless it will 
soon be pressed by its advocates in the Coun- 
cil and the milk swindlers will hardly be able 
to muster friends in sufficient force to cause 
its rejection. There is no pecuniary difficulty 
in the way of undertaking the proposed re- 
form, as the Health Department has a surplus 
which can be used during the first six months 
and after that the work will be self-sustaining, 
the ordinance providing that all venders of 
milk and cream within the city shall pay a li- 
cense fee of $10 per year for each wagon used 
to deliver the same. 

The more important provisions of the ordi- 
nance are as follows: A Deputy Commission- 
er of Health shall be appointed at a salary of 
$3,000 per year, who must be a skilled chemist. 
He shall have full charge of the new depart- 
ment, and divide the city into inspection dis- 
tricts. Nine inspectors are to be appointed at 
a salary of $1,000 per year, no one of them to 
serve more than four consecutive weeks in one 
district. These officials are to have police 
power and wear a uniform and star. Samples 
are to be collected from dairies, depots, wag- 
ons, and elsewhere, the Chief of Police being 
required to detail officers for the work when 
so requested by the Deputy Commissioner. 
Citizens will be permitted to submit samples 
for free chemical analysis, All stables are to 
be frequently visited and san‘tary laws 
obeyed, and all cans and vehicles be kept 
scrupulously clean. All wagons must have 
painted on their sides in letters of not less 
than five inches hign the names and street 
numbers of the dealers, and sellers of skimmed 
milk must pour it out of cans to which are at- 
tached steel tags containing the words 
“skimmed milk.” No coloring matter may 
be used, no milk may be sold from cows fed 
on slops from the distiliery, brewery, or vine- 
gar factory. Condensed milk must be made 
from pure milk and sold for what it really is. 
The standard of milk is to be 12 per cent of

‘only one cow can be kept in one inclosure 
within the city limits. Severe penalties are 
provided for adulteration. 

The ordinance in its leading provisions evi- 
dently has been prepared with much care and 
covers about all the points which are deemed 
necessary to secure to the public the benefits 
ofa pure milk supply. One important point, 
however, needs to be watched. Does the or- 
dinance provide for the qualifications of the 
nine inspectors? If not it should, and it should 
do so with a particularity that will leave no 
doubt. If the milk inspectors are appointed 
and managed after the manner of sanitary 
inspectors the ordinance will fail miserably. 
If these inspectors are qualified for their busi- 
ness and can be relied upon to perform their 
duties the ordinance can be opposed by none 
except those interested in a continuance of 
the nefarioug practices which are indulged in 
by some of the least scrupulous dealers, who 
peril the health of the people for the sake of 
a few ill-gotten dollars. Perfect the ordi- 
nance and then let it be seen 1f any of the 
Aldermen will have the hardihood to range 
themselves on the side of those peculators 
and run the risk ot being classed among the 
enemies of purity in the impertant article of 
milk, which is consumed mostly by the invalid 
class and children, they being those who are 
least able to fend off attacks of disease from 
the use of impure food.

WHAT MR. ALDRICH MAY DO. 

It is entirely within the power of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to greatly miti- 
gate the street tearing up nuisance. Nearly 
all the ordinances which grant permission to 
make excavations in the publie thoroughfares 
for the purpose of laying pipes, wires, or put- 
ting in cable plants contain some such pro- 
vision as the following: The work shall be 
done in a manner satisfactory to the Gommis- 
sioner of Bublic Works and s as not to inter- 
fere with the public travel.” In some of the 
ordinances the provisions as to the power of 
the Commissioner are more comprehensive 
still. Under the one quoted the Commission- 


gas, and electric companies to place their 
pipes or wires, especially at the street cross- 
ings, at night. «The Commissioner could also 


»} compel the companies to close up the excava- 


tions as fast as the pipes or wires are laid and 
to put the streets in good repair immediately. 
There is no good excuse for making trenches 
biocks long in the business district, thus ob- 
structing travel and seriously interfering with 
business. There is no good reason why the 
excavations at important street crossings 
should be allowed to remain open for several 
days. The Council in passing the ordinances 
did not contemplate such an obstruction of 
the public thoroughfares. The Commissioner 
of Public Works has full power to mitigate 
the auisance and thus subserve the public con- 
venience. It 1s owing rather to the neglect of 
the public officers than to the disregard of the 
people's rights by the corporations that the 
street tearing up business has become an out- 
rageous public nuisance. 


A Few days ago, in urging the calling of a 
special session of Congress for the purpose of 
modifying the tariff laws, the junior Demo- 
cratic organ said: 

Fortuũately we have a President who is not at 
all timid and who cares a great deal less for prece- 
dents than he does for the public interests. Fort- 
unately, too, he has the ability to see that busi- 
mess interests demand that the new policy shall 
be defined as soon as possible, and that a cer- 
tainty, even if disagreeable in itself, is far better 
for the manufacturers than prolonged suspense. 

Yesterday the junior organ printed a dis- 
patch from its Washington correspondent cor- 
roborating a dispatch from Tue Trisune’s 
Washington correspondent of the day before, 
and which said that Cléveland is strongly op- 
posed to a special session and will not call 
one, According to the junior organ’s dispatch: 

Mr. Cleveland is opposed to the calling of a 
special session of the Fifty-third Congress, and is 
in favor of the appointment immediately after his 
inauguration of a tariff commission to sit next 
summer, take testimony, and prepare a measure 
of tariff reform to be reported to Congress a year 
bence. 

Further the dispatch says: 

It is well known here that in reaching this de- 
cision Mr. Cleveland has had the counsel of such 
men as Mr. Whitney, Senator Gorman, Don Dick- 
inson, and others on whose judgment he has been 
accustomed to rely. They have advised him to 
aet his face against the special session plan and 
at the same time to adopt in lieu thereof the pro- 
posed tariff commission, to be composed of able 
legislators and well-known tariff experts and to 
be appointed immediately after the inauguration 
of the new President in March,

An exciting debate followed, 
bat the Chamber adjourned without taking a 
rote on the measure. Great: interest was 
manifested in the bill as upon its fate de- 
ed the fate of the government. There 
was a full attendance of the members of the 
Chamber and the galleries were crowded. 
a number of women were present. 

M. Laguerre, the well-known Boulangist 
member, opened the debate. He declared 
that he was irrevocably opposed to the bill, 
which he declared was a dangerous measure, 
tending to interfere with the liberty of the 

The government, he declared, ought 
te Anarchists, not journalists. This 
remark brought forth loud applause from the 

M. Lassere, the reporter of the bill, urged 
that it was imperatively necessary to fill up 
the loopholes in the present press laws. The 
Chamber, by supporting the bill, would show 
that liberty was not to be confounded with 


icense. 
Count Albert de Mun, an extreme Catholic, 
said that the lamentable state of affairs evi- 
denced by the introduction of the bill was 
due to the secularization of the schools and 
i religious education. 
ar 1 the Prime Minister. protested 
inst an assertion made by Count de Mun 
ee the whole Republican party aimed to de- 
stroy religious belief, and that the govern- 
ment prosecuted a propaganda of official athe- 
ism. existing lawe of the Republic, M. 
Loubet declared, were founded on the princi- 
ple of religious neutrality, both regarding 
the schools and their administration. The 
State Government did not resort to coercion 
in any form. It had never swerved from this 
line of policy since its advent to power. M. 
Loubet’s remarks were greeted with cheers. 
Count de Douville-Maillefeu. a member of 
the Left, opposed the bill. Alluding to Count 
de Mun’s Royalist opinions he caused a scene 
by exclaiming: ‘The monarchy is a mere 
tissue of falsehoods. Many members of the 
Right sprang to their feet and loudly pro- 
tested against such an assertion. Others 
laughed derisively, whereupon Count de Dou- 
ville-Maillefeu violently abused them, and 
concluded his attack by declaring that he 


pitied them. 

M. Floquet, the President of the Chamber, 
called the Count to order. The latter pro- 
tested, and when he was prevented from ut- 


declared would restrict not the liberty of 
public opinion but crime. He denounced 
the doctrines of the Collectivists and said 
they were profitable only to those preach- 
ing them. Every strike, Deschanel added, 
produced a new politician who soon 
blossomed into a member of the Chamber of 
Deputies.

Bust of Sir John Macdonald Unveiled.

MUTINY IN A SPANISH PRISON, 


Soldiers Are Called in and Kill Nine of 
the Prisoners. 

Manprip, Nov. 16.— During the last year sev- 
eral outbreaks among convicts have occurred 
in prisonsin various parts of the country. 
Today the most serious of all the series oc- 
curred in the prison at Tarragona and nine of 
the convicts were killed. Shortly after the 
prisoners were released from their cells this 
morning they mutinied, overpowering the 
warders. Before they could secure the keys 
that would give them their freedom a detach- 
ment of troops was sent to the scene. When 
the soldiers arrived they found a majority of 
the convicts assembled in the court-yard. The 
commander ot the troops called upon the 
prisoners to return to their cells, but he was 
greeted with oaths and derisive yells. The 
convicts, who had armed themselves with 
all manner of things that could be 
used as weapons, advanced upon the soldiers, 
who fired a volley at the mob. Before the 
smoke had cleared away the convicts were 
upon the soldiers and a desperate hand to 
hand fight followed. The convicts sought to 
wrest the weapons from the soldiers, but in 
this they were not successful. The soldiers 
reloaded their rifles and fired again: A per- 
fect pandemonium reigned for a time, but 
finally most of the convicts were driven back 
to their cells. Nine of the mutineers, how- 
ever, had been shot dead and sixteen others 
were seriously wounded. 


FEAR ATTACK ON THE GOVERNMENT. 


Prince of Monaco Urged Not to Prosecute 
a Newspaper—Fete Day at Monte Carlo. 
Nice, Nov. 16. —Efforts are making to dis- 
suade the Prince of Monaco from prosecuting 
the newspaper Eclaireur for defamation of 
character in publishing an article comment- 
ing on his association with the Munte Carlo 
gambling establishment, 

The Eclaireur has retained eminent counsel, 
who are certain to attack the French Govern- 
ment for protecting gambling and the French 
press for accepting subsidies from the Casino. 
The Eclaireur has steadily refused to accept 
any subsidy. Startling revelations are ex- 


cted.

Sma.l-Pox in Brooklyn. 

New York, Nov. 16.— [Special. An epidemic 
of small-pox is imminent in Brooklyn, and the 
Health Board is taking unusual precautions to 
prevent the disease from getting a foothold in the 
city.

Cardinal Gibbons presided, It is his privi- 
lege according to the Canon law. If er. 
Satolli were here a8 & Papal Legate he 
would then preside at this conference. But 
he is here as an ablegate. The 
legates are sent to councils where some 
important question which concerns the wholé 
church is at issue, or where some point of the 
faith is concerned. But those matters which 
are discussed at the meetings of Archbishops 
concern the country they are in in reference 
to matters which ate of local and Lot universal 
moment, 

Not a little speculation has arisen as to why 
Archbishop Satolli was sent here by the Pope. 
Apropos of the present conclave and the pre- 
sumed fact that educational questions will be 
deeply considered, if not determined, it}may be 
stated with authority that one of the principal 
objects of Mgr. Satolli's coming here is tu 
bring something definite into the recent and 
present discussion of the school question. 

The impression prevails that Archbishop 
Corrigan of New York had been designated 
to act as Secretary to the present confer- 
ence, This is not true. 

The morning session was protracted until 
1 o’clock, when a collation was served, Arch- 
bishop Corrigan bemg the host. Delibera- 
tions were then resumed and continued until 
6:30 p. m., when the conference was adjourned 
until tomorrow. 

The conference today was extremely private 
and hedged about with all possible care to 
prevent interruption of proceedings and escape 
of the results. When the prelates had retired 
to the chamber of deliberation it became 
wholly impossible to communicate with any 
of the conferrees by card or message. 

The statement may be made, however, that 
the school question was early launched and 
that not a little time was devoted to its discus- 
sion. Previous to the convention of the Arch- 
bishops today the papal ablegate, Satolli, had 
conferred upon this subject with Archbishops 
Ireland, Riardon, Ryan, and Corrigan. As a 
result of these conferences, in which Mgr. Sa- 
tolli spoke with the strength which somes 
with papal indorsement, the ablegates had 
reached the conclusion that the educational 
questions now in discussion would be brought 
to a prosperous and satisfactory issue. 

It is thought, and may be stated semi-au- 
thoritatively, that before proceedings had gone 
far in today’s session Mgr. Satolli presented 
a paper containing fourteen points for the 
consideration of the conference. This paper 


is believed to have been not mere- 
ly & resentation of views to 
be considered, but an authorita- 


tive and conclusive instrument. The early 
presentation of this paper is thought to have 
settled one of the points to be considered, 
henceits prompt presentation at the outset. 
It is quite certain, too, that, touching the 
school question, Mgr. Satolli, speaking as 
papal ablegate, told the Archbishops there 
would be no objection to the State if certain 
inconveniences could be removed. 

Among other matters it is thought that the 
convention will be asked by Archbishop Katz- 
er of Milwaukee accurately to define the term 
„secret society.“ This request is in defer- 
ence to the wishes of the German Catholics of 
the West, and it is said to have in view the 
Knights of Pythias, the United Workmen, and 
other societies without spiritual direction 
which have profited by the liberality of the 
church, while in e nsequence of this liberality 
the benevolent societies which have placed 
themselves under the direction of the church 
have not prospered to a corresponding degree. 
The Archbishops, at the conclusion of their 
session tonight, were positive in their refusals 
to give information ns to the details of their 
meeting which will be continued tomorrow. 

A reception was given the church dignita- 
ries this evening. Among the guests present 
was President-elect Cleveland. 


PROGRESS OF THE HERESY TRIAL. 


The Prosecution Has a Day in the Prof. 
Henry Preserved Smith Case. 

Crycinwatt, O., Nov. 16.—In the trial of 
Prof. Henry Preserved Smith on the charge 
of heresy this morning the argument of the 
prosecution began with Dr. McKibben as the 
first speaker. He held that to teach that a 
minister may abandon essential features of 
doctrine and still rightfully retain his position 
in the ministry was an offense. ‘** We are not 
Armenians,” said he, nor free agents; we are 
Calvinists, One of the essential features of 
the system of Calvinism is the authority of the 
word of Goa, It doctrines are inculcated be- 
cause they are found in God's word. If this 
Presbytery was called upon to put an end to 
the Presbyterian Chufeh there could 
be no better way to do it 
than teach the doctrine which the charges 
ascribe to Prof. Smith. The installation vow 
was a contract to tea the essential duc- 
trines of the church.“ Coming to the second 
charge he said the committee believed that 
the inerrancy of the Bible meant that it was 
absolutely true when we understand what it 
means. Inspirati meant intallidility. 
»The committee ~ Prof. Smith does 
not teach any inspiration at all. Is not that 
an offeuse?’”’ he asked, Dr. McKibben made 
numerous citations from the Bible, which 
were not made in the committee’s statement 
of the charges, To this Prof. Smith objected, 
as it was introdueing matter to which his at- 
tention had not been been called by the prose- 
cution. The Moderator overruled the objec- 
tion. Prof. Smith appealed from the decis- 
ion, and a vote was taken, Thirty-eight vot- 
ed to sustain the Moderator, twenty-five 
against sustainmg, and eleven members de- 
clined to vote, hile this could not be re- 
garded as an indication of the vote on the 
main issue, the frieads of Prof. Smith were 
quick to claim that it showed u growth of feel- 
ing in his behalf.

Prof, Zimmerman of Milwaukee Admits 
That He Beat a Small Boy. 

Mitwavxesg, Wis., Nov. 16.—[{Special.]—An 
investigation begun today by Superintendent 
of Schools Peckham will probably result in 
the discharge of Prof. Zimmerman, principal 
of the Seventeenth District school, or his 
arrest and trial for an assault on the 8-year- 
old son of Frank Kempsmith of the Kemp- 
smith Machine Tool company. Mr. Kemp- 
smith charges that his son was brutally 
beaten by Prof. Zimmerman, anda he has re- 
tained ex-District-Attorney Toohey to repre- 
sent him with-instructions that if the school 
authorities failto do him ample justice to 
take the matter into the courts. The certifi- 
cates of two physicians were put in evidence 
to show that the beating received by young 
Kempsmith was brutal in the extreme. The 
flesh on one side of his body was a mass of 
black and blue bruises one running to the 
other from above the hips down to a point 
below his knees, Supt. Estes of the Bay View 
Postal Station testified that Prof. Zimmer- 
man’s treatment of the boy was horrible. 
Prof. Zimmerman admitted that he had 
beaten the boy as claimed, but declared it 
was necessary, the child was wayward 
and akleptomaniac. It was, he said, neces- 


sary to adopt harsh measures for the interests 
of the sthool. g

INDIOATIONS THAT THE FAIR WILL | o: 


BE OPENED NIGHTS. 


A Member of the Board of Directors Says 
the Right Thing Will Be Done by the 
Public,, Who Demand Night Shows— 
Electric Fountains to 8 in Beau- 
ty, Anything That Has Been Seen— 
Quarters in the Administration Build- 
ing Being Prepared for Officials. 

Everything indicates that the Exposition 
will be opened nights the greater part of 
every week during the period of the World’s 

Although the Board of Directors at a 

meeting held a few weeks ago adopted rules 

closing the Exposition at 7 o’clock, this was 
only done as a tentative measure. At that 
time the board did ndt know what might be 
the best policy to pursue.’ The rule was sent 
to the National Commission, then in session, 


and it was adopted by the latter body because 


the directors desired it should be. There was 


n clause in the rule providing that the Expo- 


sition be kept open nights on special days. It 
is likely that these special days will be so 
amplified as to mean practically continuous 
night opening. This at least is the opinion of 


Charles Schwab, a member of the Board of 


Directors, and alse onc of the four members 
of the Council of Administration. Mr. Schwab 
believes that if the people desire it the Fair 
will be open evenings. Inan interview yes- 
terday afternoon he said: 

“We wish to do whatever the people desire 
in this matter. While the rules provide that 
the Exposition shall close at 7 o’clockothere is 
a wide latitude for the exercise of discretion. 
If the public generally demand night shows 
there is nodoubt that this sentiment will be 
gratified.” 

„Has the Council of Administration consid- 
eted the subſect?“ 

„No, it has not. I am giving my individual 
opinion. From conversations among the 
members of the council and the members of 
the Board of Directors I feel convinced that 
no mistake will be made inthis regard. The 
rules will be modified to such an extent that 
thé Fair may be kept open every night in 
case such a course be desirable. We wish to 
dv the best thing for visitors. If opening at 
night will conduce to their convenience and 
entertainment without causing loss to the 
management I am certain that the Fair will 
te open. No apprehension should be felt be- 
cause the right thing will be done and the 
wishes of the people carried out.”’ 

Apparently a mistaken idea has arisen in 
regurd to the number of buildings to be light- 
ed and the cost of such service. Persons who 


visited the Paris Exposition of 1889 and 


the one held previous to it say there 1s no oc- 
casion for lighting all of the buildings. At 
night people will go to the Exposition to see 
the sights and hear music, but not to study 
exhibits. Consequently, if the Art Building, 
the Horticultural Building, the Manufactures 
and Elettricity Buildings were lighted the pub- 
lie would be satisfied with lighting so far as 


buildings are concerned. These structures 


‘contain exhibits which are interesting in them- 
selves without the operation of machinery or 
explanation by guides or the servants of ex- 
hibiters. 

Great interest will necessarily center about 


the grand basin east of the Administration 


Building, Here will be a stretch of water 300 
feet wide, with its sides illuminated by elec- 
tricity. At its western extremity will be two 
electric fountains surpassing, it is said, in 
every detail of beauty anything that has been 
seen. They will throw streams of water 150 
feet high, and be illuminated with beautifully 
blénded combinations of colors. n there 
will be bands of music distributed through the 
grounds, so that sight and sense shall be 
gratified. ;

WILL BUILD PERFORATED CROSSWALKS. 


A Company Formed to Manufacture G. w 
Doolittle’s In vention— World's Fair Camp. 
G. W. Doolittle has invented a perforated 
metallic street-crossing that is mow being 
tested at the intersection of Van Buren 
and Jackson streets with State street. The 
sections of the crossing are three feet longand 
seventeen inches wide, and are laid across the 
street just as the ordinary stone crossings are 
laid. The advantage ofthe perforated crossing 
is that the water and slush that usually ac- 
cumulate in rainy weather about the cross- 
ings run through and are drained into a sewer 
by a trough underneath. The crossings 
now in use on State street are made of cast- 
iron, but in future the sections will be made 
of rolled steel about half an inch thick rein- 
forced underneath. It is claimed the new 
crossing can be made and laid ready for use 
at a less cost than the ordinary stone crossing. 
The United States Corporation Bureau has 
organized the Perforated Metallic Street 
Crossing company, with a capital of $100,000 
and the manufacture of the crossings will 
soon begin. Frank M. Potter, Henry F. 
Hoeppner, and William Wilharte are in- 
terested in the company. 
Articles of incorporation were issued at 
Springfield yesterday for the World's Fair en- 
campment, Chicago; capital stock $50,000. 
The incorporators are James A. Peterson, 
Edward R. Haven, and L. T. M. Slocum, Mr. 
Peterson, when seen by a reporter for Tue 
Tun yesterday, said it was the intention of 
the company to build a hotel on the Lake- 
Front at Seventy-first street and to erect tents 
for temporary lodgers around the hotel. He 
thought that $50,000 would not be sufficient to 
carry out the project as planned at present 
and that an crease of capital stock was be- 
ing talked of.

EXTENT OF THE BLACK HILLS TIN PLANT 


About $1,000,000 Already Expended by 
the Harney Peak Company. 

Deapwoop, S. D., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—The 
ore bins of the Harney Peak Tin Minmg com- 
pany at Hill City, having a capacity of 5,000 
tons, are filled with ore that will average 4 per 
cent cassiterite, which is far superior to the 
famous Wales tin ore. The company. owns 
3,000 mining claims, which are 300x150 feet in 
size, and for which upwards. of $200,000 was 
paid. Development work upon the mines 
has necessitated the outlay of $250,000 more, 
and the immense 250-ton reduction works, 
buildings, bins, railways, and numerous im- 
provements have c ost $500,000. The main mill 
building was built with a view to increasing 
the capacity to 5,000 tons a day should it prove 
asuccess, The deposits or veins of cassiter- 
ite-bearing ore are found 300 feet below the 
surface, the principal vein being six feet 
thick and dipping into the earth at an angle 
of 30°. Its depth is not known. The Black 
Hills promise to supply the pure tin needed 
in this country at no distant day.

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 16.—Sheriff Worden 
and Deputy Fryer of Saratoga, N. Y., arrived here 
today after Martin Foy, an escaped murderer. 
The latter was arrested several days ago at Oak- 
land, Cal.

After be- 
ing lodged in jail he escaped,»making his way to 
the Pacific coast.

HISTORY OF THE YERKES TELESCOPE. 


Facts Concefiiing the Lenses to Be Presented 
' to the University. ) 

The telescope which will be presented to th 
University of Chicago through the generosity 
of Charles T. Yerkes has quite a history; 
rather there is quite a history connected with 
the forty-inch lenses which Alvan Clark of 
Cambridge, Mass., has in his possession, for 
the telescope is not yet completed and will 
not be until nearly two years after the order 
for it is given. 

Mr. Yerkes’ stipulation in making the offer 
fur a telescope for the new University of Chi- 
cago was that itshould be the best money 
could buy. The trustees of ‘the university 
first thought of getting a telescope with a 
forty-five-inch lens, which would outrival any 
telesc pe ever constructed. For some reasun 
the project of a forty-five-inch was 
abandoned and it has been announced that 
Clark would use the forty-inch lenses already 
cast and ground. The main advantage to ac- 
crue to the university through the change in 
plans is the saving of time. The forty-inch 
telescope can be completed in a compara- 
tively short time, while several years would 
be required in the construction of the larger 
instrument. 

The late William Bross, who was Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of Illinois from 1864 to 1868, 
would have purchased from the Clarks their 
greatest telescope, containing these same 
lenses, and presented it to the Lake Forest 
University with a sufficient endowment to pay 
the expenses of its management, but for the 
stroke of paralysis which made him an in- 
valid and which resulted in his death. Five 
years ago Gov. Bross decided to present a 
telescope and observatory to the Lake Forest 
University, in which he had always a great in- 
terest. e was President of the Board of 
Trustees and had given oem | to its sup- 
port. Alvan Clark stopped in Chicago early 
in the winter of 1887 on his return from Mount 
Hamilton, where he had been superintending 
the work of coistruction of the great Lick 
telescope, which has an objective glass of 
thirty-six inches as compared with the forty- 
inch glasses which were to have been in the 
telescope for Lake Forest. The negotiations 
were carried on for some months. Gov. Bross 
had expressed a willingness to expend such a 
sum as might be needed up to $500,000, and 
the telescope would undoubtedly have been 
ordered had it not been for the stroke of 
paralysis which overtook him in June of that 
year. The negotiations were broken off, and 
the death of Gov. Bross eighteen months later 

ut an end to the plans. But for the paralysis 
Lake Forest, which is so near Chicago as to 
be practically a part of it, would have had the 
telescope before the present time that the Uni- 
verdity of Chicago is to have as soon as it can 
be completed. 8

HOW DEMOORATS PROPOSE TO N- 
OREASE THE REVENUES, ‘ 


Realizing That They Will Not Have 
Enough Money to Run the Govern- 
ment They Will Double the Tariff on 
Liquor—Wilson and Carlisle Think a 
Financial Special Session May Be Nec- 
essary—Minister Durham Sees No Hope 
for a Haytian Coaling Station. 


Wasntxdrox, D. C., Nov. 16.—[{Special. ]— 
Leading Democrats are considering the ad- 
visability of increasing the whisky tax. They 
must have more revenue with which to carry 
on the government. All the additional rev- 
enue that will be needed up to July 1, 1894, 
can be raised by the revival of the sugar tax. 
The Democrats are not willing to do that and 
they are looking to whisky as a source of new 
revenue. Itisthe Opinion of the Treasury 
officials that the revenues for the current 
tiscal year will be close enough to the require- 
ments to avoid any necessity for an extra ses- 
sion of Congress, but they believe that 
no administration will care to enter upon 
the fiscal year which ends July 1, 1894, witb- 
out some increased means of revenue. 
An addition to the whisky tax offers the easiest 
means. The matter has been carefully con- 
sidered by members of the fiscal committees 
in both House and Senate. Senator Carlisle, 
who got back from New York last night after 
numerous consultations with Mr. Cleveland, 
knows something of the matter and his as- 
sociates in Congress also know that it is under 
discussion. The best estimate is that 840,000, 
000 additional revenue will be enough to 
carry the country through till the middle of 
1894. when the Democrats will have formu- 
lated the tariff policy. This $40,000,000 can 
be raised by laying 45 cents a gallon more on 
whisky. Some ofthe Congressmen talk of 
raising the tax from 90 cents to $1.50 a gallon, 
but this is the outside limit. The total in- 
ternal revenue receipts last year were $153,- 
000,000, This year they will be $165,000,000. The 
growth is steady and can be estimated inuch 
more accurately than the customs receipts. 
The matter of legislating, however. is a deli- 
cate one. If the tax on whisky is jumped up 
it will be a good thing for the folks who are 
sucky enough to have that product in bond. 
The Kentucky distillers bond their product 
for periods from three to five years, while the 
a tw of the Peoria distillers and those con- 
trolled by the whisky trust generally are put 
on market within thirty days. Chicago and 
Peoria would feel the burden of the new tax 
at once, ahd they wouldn't have much whisky 


in bond to be benefited by the increasing 
of tax. These considerations will, of 
course, have weight in legislation, but 


they will not operate as an absolute bar to in- 
creasing the whisky tax as the easiest means 
of getting more revenue. Commissioner 
Mason of the Internal Revenue Bureau said 
this afternoon that he had not heard the 
proposition broached, but iu view of the need 
of more revenue it was not unlikely that 
whisky would be picked out fcr increased 
taxes. As to the effect of an increased tax on 
production, he said it would depend on the 
amount of the tax, but he did not think pro- 
duction would be greatly iessened. He be- 
lieved that objection might be raised toa stiff 
increase in the tax, because the higher it be- 
came the greater was the temptation to com- 
mit fraud.

SPECIAL SESSION. 


Congressman W. L. Wilson Thinks One Is 
AImperative—Cartisle’s Views. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Nov. 16,—[Special. ]— 
Congressman W. L. Wilson stopped in Wash- 
ington on his way from New York today long 
enough to give his approval to an extra ses- 
sion. He is one of the Cleveland coterie, yet 
he seems to think that it is not wise to mis- 
lead the President-elect about the necessity of 
the Democrats carrying out their promises. 
Mr. Wilson said: The true worth of a tariff 
bill cannot be tested in a short time, and the 
first effects appear sometimes to be what they 
really are not. I think it would be most im- 
politic to place a new tariff bill before the 
country just previous to the élections of 1894. 
For this reason I favor the extra session idea 
and think the sooner the proposed tariff 
changes go into effect the better will be the 
final result f r cur party.“ .

THE TRAGIC END TO THREE LIVES. | 


Between Each Line of This Story Is a Chap- 
ter of Pathos and Sadness. 

Bosrox, Mass., Nov. 16,—Guiseppe Patone, 
an Italian, last night cut the throats of his two 
children, aged 6 ana II, and then his own. 
The children died instantly, and the father 
was found today lying on the miserable bed 
in his room in a dyimg condition. He cannot 
recover. Patone, who is about 50 years old, 
made a miserabla living by selling chestnuts 
on the street, and even thia bare pittance had 
lately been cut off by sickness. On his per 
son were found a receipted undertaker’s bill 
for his wife’s funeral, dated June 6, 1892, and 
a certificate for a burial lot in the Holy Cross 
Cemetery at East Malden, The following tw.

The maternal and fraternal 
passion toward our ch req me not to 
leave them on the street Without attendance and 
without care of their parents. To the tomb they 
1 come; so now they will enjoy more felicity. 

That our souls ma reet in peace. PATONE. 

Nov. 10— Until today I delayed to kill my chil- 
dren. Now I can doso ng more. It 1s now five 
months and thirty days since my wife died, who 
was my peace and comfort, and who died loving 
her children and her husband. I remain mad- 
dened and 1 had not the cour to leave the 
house or to leave my children, whom I see lost 
from day to day and J] see that my poor children 
will be left on the street without comfort or 
father or mother, crying day and ht. Great 
God, I would rather thousand times and 
save the honor of my fam 
born with all the comforts are 
family and are not to living on the 
streets like those born in misery.

**I see Tus Trisune prints the statement of 
an officer of the Economic Gas company,“ he 
said, saying that he fears no competition, as 
gas cannot be produced at less than 50 cents a 
thousand, the price charged ‘by his company. 
Now this is a mistake. I have a patent on a 
process of making water gas which was 
granted to me Feb. 9, 1892, I can produce 
gas in any quantity at a maximum cost of 36 
cents a thousand. The gas is perfectly 
harmless and will not kill people. Most 
of the gas now in use contains sulphu- 
reted hydrogen. This is a deadly ison, 
By my method of running the gas through 
two solutions, one of bi-chromate of potash 
and another of oxalic acid, lextract the sul- 
phureted hydrogen and make the gas as 
harmless as ordinary air. The cost of a plant 
for manufacturing this gas isnominal. To 
make 25,000 to 80,000 cubic feet a day will re- 
quire an outlay of but 8400 fora plant. The 
American-Anglo and Canadian Water Gas 
Manufacturing company, in which I have an 
interest, has a test plant now in operation in 
Biloxi, Miss., my former home.

Planning the Park. 


The young Alderman lived out on Little 
Fort road, now Lincoln avenue, and he 
to pass the grewsome cemetery in going to 
and from his business. He was then a mem- 
ber of the tirm of Armstrong & Son, florists. 
The cemetery occupied the space from North 
avenue to Menominee street and from Clark 
street to the lake. North of Menominee 
street was a tract of forty acres belonging to 
the city, unimproved, covered with scrub oak, 
shrubs, and ‘weeds. The extension of the 
horse-car line on Clark street, or Green Bay 
road, as it was then called, rapidly populated 
the territory north of North avenue. A proper 
regard for the public health suggested the re- 
moval of the cemetery to a more remote loca- 
tion. Mr. Armstrong frequently talked the 
matter over with Andrew McNally, who lived 
across the road from hig house, and with other 
neighbors. Mr. McNally and Ald. Armstrong 
put their heads together and drew up an 
ordinance, which the Alderman laid be- 
fore the Council March 14, 1864. or- 
dinance was entitled An ordinance setting 


for a public park.“ ‘The ordinance was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Wharves and Pub- 
lic Grounds. At that time Ald, Clark, Gailup, 
and Conlan constituted the committee. This 
was the first step towards turning a cemetery, 
straggling farms, and cabbage gardens into 
one of the finest parks in the country. 

It wasn’t a pretty place up there in the old 
days. No fine residences and beautiful streets 
met the eye. The finest house in the locality 
was that of Mr. Armstrong, the elder, on the 
site of what is now No. 85 Lincoln avenue, 
where the ex-Aiderman lives. Chicago avenue 
marked the northern limit of La Salle avenue
